RDMONTON, (Pres (Press © Gallery) — 
Much to’ the relief ‘of everybody, the 
debate, if it may be called a debate, 
on the reply to the speech from the 
throne ended Wednesday. It was a 
véry ond-sided discussion, 
two ‘Members of the opposition ‘took 
any part. These two were W. R. 
Howson, K.C,, and John Irwin, mem- 
ber for Calgary and Conservative. 

Mr. Irwin rose to his feet to let the 
house know that even if its represen- 
tation in the legislature is very small 
“the Conservative party is not dead 
and buried.” 

The debate lasted for nine days and 
thirty members took part in it. It 
was nine days’ of lecture on the 
principles and benefits of Social 
Credit. Only back benchers on the 
government side spoke, but without 
exception they were all practiced and 
fluent platform speakers. The oppo- 
sition Mstened to them in courteous 
silence. Last year the throne speech 
debate lasted 13 days and 30 speakers 
took part, the same number that 
took part this year. 


This week promises to be very in- 
teresting in the legislature, and if 
any persons from outside towns are 
planning to come up to the capital to 
hear some of the sessional discussions 
this week should be a good time to 
come. 

It has been indicated that Premier 
Aberhart’s new education bill may be 
introduced, and the Social Credit re- 
call bill will be brought down. Ad- 
vance information obtained in goy- 
ernment circles predicts that this bill 
will be an instrument that will not 
have any destructive elements in it. 
The possibility of a recall being suc- 
cessful will be limited to some extent 
by making the percentage of electors 
demanding it before proceedings can 
be taken sufficiently large to. prevent 
the legislature from being unstable. 
There will be no opening for recall 
proceedings on frivolous minor 
reasons.

There {8 also a possibility that the 
bill for enabling the government to 
establish Social Credit may be 
brought down late in the week, as it 
is said in official circles to be ready 
for introduction. These three bills 
are the most !mportant and possibly 
the most contentious ones to come 
before this session of the legislature. 
There is much curiosity regarding the 
details of the Social Credit measure, 
but these are being kept a close 
secret by the government until the 
day when they will be revealed In the 
house. 

The legislature adjourned Thurs- 
day for the funeral of the late Mr. 
Justice Boyle, which was held from 
First Preebyterian church and at- 
tended by Premier Aberhart, mem- 
bers of his cabinet and a large num- 
ber of members. A resolution of 
sympathy with the late judge's fam- 
!ly was passed by the house, leaders 
in all parties paying tribute to the 
late judge. 


Introduced by Hon. W. N. Chant, 
minister of agriculture, a bill was 
passed Friday authorizing expendi- 
tures On relief for farmers who have 
suffered for want of feed during the 
recent severe weather. And another 
act authorizing the guaranteeing of 
loans for relief made to farmers by 
the Dominion Financial Loan 
pany, was passed. There was some 
discussion over amendments to the

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The order paper for this week will 
contain some lively things on several 
days.

BOARD OF TRADE WILL DRIVE MR 
NEIGHBORING RURAL MEMBERS, 1936 


Firat renters 
Greyhoun 


Under New Executive Held—-Board Hires the 
low to Open Gem..Road — Anticipate Members 


aca Ndfooeen Points to Further Similar Undertakings — 
High Hopes Held for Successful Year. 


Outlining the situation that arose 
to the hiring of the Greyhound Bus 
Lines snowplow to open the Gem 
road, President Jas. Johnston stated 
that several Gem residents had asked 
the co-operation of the Bassano board 
of trade in requesting the provincial 
government to send a plow to open 
up the road from Gem to the high- 
way. The citizens of Gem offered to 
take up a subscription to help pay the 
expenses. 


Anticipating that a precedent 
would be established that would ap- 
ply to other communities should the 
government grant this request, Mr. 
Johnston proposed that the Gem res- 
{dents contribute $1 each for mem- 
bership in the board of trade for 1936 
and the board would arrange and pay 
for a plow to open the road. The 
Greyhound Bus Lines at Calgary were 
immediately communicated with, re- 
sulting {n the renting of the plow for 
$5 an hour upon its return from Med- 
{cine Hat. The plow at present, it is 
understood, is fulfilling {ts contract 
with the government in keeping the 
main highways open, before opening 
the Gem road. It is expected to do 
this at this week-end. 


It was pointed out by the president 
that this situation of opening a rural 
road showed the value of co-opera- 
tion between rural residents and the 
people in the town; and when similar 
occasions arose, It would be to great 
advantage to have a business body, 
such as the board, numbering farm- 
ers and residents of nearby points 
among its members. The board would 
then extend its efforts to take an ac- 
tive part in fostering and assisting 
the district as a whole, aside from 
the town alone. 

With the advent of 25 members to 
date from Gem and Countess, it 
proposed to enlarge the entertain- 
ment at the regular meetings to in- 
clude agricultural speakers, amongst 
other things, to keep an active inter- 
est in the meetings. 

A letter was read from A. J. 


Bart- 


lett, Calgary, In which he expressed 
appreciation for the gift from the 
members of the board with best 


wishes for a successful year of ac- 
tivities. 

The executlve will meet with the 
fairgrounds committee in the near 
future to plan for the July 1 celebra- 
tion. 

The matter of petitioning the gov- 
ernment to establish Bassano a point 
for the writing of supplemental ex- 
aminations in high school was re- 
ferred to the public affairs committee. 

The six bank accounts of the board 
were consolidated into three, and the 
secretary, with efther the president 
or vice-president, was authorized 
sign cheques. The board will become 
affillated with the Canadian chamber 
of commerce in 1936.

In the past five years over four million dol- 
lars have been spent on relief in Alberta. 
This huge contribution has been provided 
from funds advanced by the federal and pro- 
vincial governments, augmented by advances 
from municipal governments. 

A continuation of this great expenditure 
for many more years will invite general bank- 
ruptcy, and still unemployed people cannot 
be left to their own resources. 

The problem is one of the most. baffling 
that has vet been experienced and a solution 
is not yet in sight. 

The one hope is that farm prices will rise, 
furnishing a basis for a general business in- 
crease, a livening of employment, and a gen- 
eral recovery.

AGAIN—THE WAR DEBTS 

Edouard Heriot, embattled old French pol- 
iticilan, who also took Ins turn at the premier- 
ship of that volatile country, a neat one 
back on opponents in parliament the other 
day. 

A representative criticizing the 
Franco-Soviet treaty, saving that Russia had 
dishonored huge debts owing to France. 

Heriot arose and said the Soviet nation 
was not alone in that respect, and that in 
fact France, herself, had dishonored her ob- 
ligations to the United States, against his 
advice. 

Which of course was quite true. 

And it is also true that Great Britain failed 
to honor her war debts to the United States. 

There is, however, another side to the war 
debts question. United States demanded 
payment in gold. That was in the bond. But 
the debtor countries could not possibly ob- 
tain sufficient gold for the purpose. 

Had the United States accepted goods and 
services for the huge war debts the bulk of 
them would have been paid. 

And the depression would not have been 
nearly as severe, for millions of men would 
have been occupied in making goods and 
rendering services to the great creditor of 
North America.

ABOUT THE WEATHER 

The forces that cause climatical conditions 
in various parts of the earth are under con- 
stant scrutiny by scientists who seek to un- 
ravel the secrets of the weather changes. 

There will come a time quite 
when people will know in advance what to 
expect in the way of weather. But right now 
we are far distant from that state of atfairs 
and have to depend, as does The Hanna Her- 
ald, on the Rocky Mountain squirrels and the 
Indians. 

Commander Richard Byrd, the Antarctic 
explorer, and other trained observers who 
have made scientific observations in that far- 
away part of the globe, note a correlation 
between the weather in Antarctica and the 
west coast of South America. In fact they 
have fairly well mapped the relationship. 

The cold Humbolt current which sweeps 
northward along the west coast of South Am- 
erica make a desert of much of the coastal 
region. On the other hand the Japanese 
current, coming eastward from the orient, 
make the Pacific coast of Canada and the 
United States a pleasant and fertile land. 

Much of the british Isles are further north 
than Alberta but the Gulf Stream, circling 
eastward from off the Labrador coast, carries 
with it warmth and moderation to the British 
climate, 

The present winter in Alberta has been 
the coldest in a stretch of some thirty years. 
Had we Known what was ahead of us most 
people would have been better prepared for 
the bitter blasts and suv-zero weather. 

Mark Twain once said that everybody 
talked about the weather but no one did any- 
thing about it. The time is coming when the 
scientists will do something about it by tell- 
ing us what to expect. ‘then some unborn 
Marconi, or Edison, or Steinmetz will learn 
how to turnish cheap heat py exploding the 
atom, or some similar dicovery, and tne pius- 
tery biasts of stormy poreas will be con- 
quered,

duction there is arousing interest in grain 
markets all over the world. If Europe has a 
poor ciep this year trade may be revived on 
a wide scale. 

Europe has been lucky for some years past 
in having large crops of excellent quality 
wheat. The weather has much to do with 
the result of the European crops, just the 
same as here and elsewhere, but European 
wheat is largely of the winter variety, while 
ours is pretty-much spring wheat. 

Should the damage not be as severe as’in- 
dicated and should Europe harvest another 
large crop the result will be a continuation 
of the small and draggy international trade 
in wheat. 


PROSPECTIVE INFLATION 

On every hand there is talk of monetary 
inflation. The high, the low, the rich and 
the poor—all have been inculcated with the 
same germ. 

The odd feature is that this very unani- 
mity of opinion is quite likely to add a forci- 
ble impetus to the prospective monetary or 
credit expansion. 

Apart from that there is the pressure of 
the increased price of gold and the greatly 
increased production of gold throughout the 
world. 

The general price level, according to Dr. 
“dwin Walter Kemmerer, should soon be 
twice as high as it was in the early part of 
1938. 

Dr. Kemmerer is known in North America 
and abroad as “the money doctor of the 
world.’”’ He has taken a leading part in re- 
organizing the money systems of thirteen 
countries on five continents. 

He is now professor of International Fin- 
ance at Princeton University, and is recog- 
nized as one of the world’s leading authori- 
ties on money. 

Herbert Hoover, ex-president of the 
United States, on the board of governors of 
Stanford University, voices that board’s de- 
sire to sell out the twelve million in bonds it 
owns and buy common stocks. Mr. Hoover 
says the bonds are likely to lose value and 
the value of common stocks increase. 

All of which is good “bull” news for the 
speculators. But people should realize that 
nobody can look into the future and nothing 
can be taken for granted.

A Vienese Portrait in Vignette of that, Young Englishman 
So Much in the News © , 


(Translated from Neue 


Captain Anthony Eden,’ under-sec- 
retary of state for foréfgn affoirs in 
His British Majesty’s government, 
has become a focal point of political 
interest. 

London regards Anthony Hden as 
the most promising of the younger 
British politicians. As the second son 
of Sir William Eden, he had to let 
the baronetcy go to his brother Tim- 
othy. Destined from birth to lead a 
cosmopolitan Hfe he has combined 
political activity with aristocratic 
good form. 

The result is an intense desire to 
work, great natural powers, ability to 
concentrate, and refusal to ignore the 
smallest details, though he always 
maintaing a higher point of view, em- 
bracing the larger issues, and has a 
remarkable feeling for what {is {m- 
portant. 

In addition to these qualities he 
has a great natural capacity to make 
self-assurance, and the 
manly good looks of the typical Eng- 
Mshman, which reflect his own Inner 
balance and his complete self-posses- 
sion. 

Anthony Eden crossed the bridge 
that separates the pre-war nobleman 
from the young gentleman of today 
when he passed four years in the 
trenches on the French front instead 
of collecting pictures. Returning 
home in 1918 as a 21-year-old captain 
he soon made {ft clear to his friends 
that he was going to turn his back on 
the idle worship of beauty to which 
the older generation had given itself 
over and was going to devote himself 
to an active struggle in behalf of 
everything that he and those like him 
considered beautiful and worth work- 
ing for. 

He spent the next four years 
studying at Oxford, preparing him- 
self to take an active part in his 
country’s political life. He received 
the education, polish, and self-disct- 
pline that a distinguished young 
Engishman needs before seeking to 
conquer in his chosen field. 

The Englishman Eden started Ori- 
ental languages because he wanted to 
learn his own character and his own 
race by understanding what was most 
foreign. He still speaks Persian and 
quoted the Koran when he met the 
Arablan ambassador at dinner. 

In 1924 he took his place among 
the Conservative benches in the 
house of commons. From January, 
1925, until the MacDonald Labor gov- 
ernment came into power four years 
later, Eden worked as parliamentary 
private secretary to Sir Austen 
Chamberlain. 

The post that the English parlia- 
mentary system gave to the accom- 
plished young student of politics en- 
abled him to see the Locarno treaty 
being built by the men who made it. 
He heard all the foreign secretary's 
telephone calls, wrote dispatches and 


{generally made himself Chamberlain's 
|Tight-hand man at the green tables of 


European dip,omatic conferences. 

Like every Englishman, Eden is the 
antithesis of a militarist. He regards 
soldiers as employes of the state who 
protect the population from death and 
destruction, just as policemen protect 
them from burglaries and reckless 
driving or the fireman from fires. 

He considers the uniform the work- 
ing clothes of the state servant and 
does not feel that it gives the man 
who wears it any higher value as an 
individual than the livery of a chauf- 
feur or the frock coat of a diplomat. 
This uniform {is taken off when one 
is not on duty, and one should be 
called Mr. Eden, not Captain Eden, 
after returning from the war.

But just as he fs not an idle aes- 
thete, so den is not .a pure pacifist, 
He falls into a rage when one calls 
him that. He loves peace as he loves 
the picture of Mona Lisa, which he 
has so often admired at the Louvre, 
as he loves Arabic poems because 
they are beautiful harmonious things 
that yleld pleasure. : 

But he will not abandon this peace 
to its own resources. He wants to 
work for it and, if necessary, fight for 
it. He wants peace not only between 
nations but within the nation. He 
believes that the workers should be 
assured the fruits of their labor. One 
of his favorite sayings is that unless 
every worker is a capitalist, it is no 
wonder that he becomes an enemy of 
capitalism. 

This conception is common to the 
young Conservatives of England, and 
it is gaining ground, for the workers 
have long regarded themselves as 
stockholders in the British Empire, 
as members of a great association. 
The trade unions here are less in- 
clined to fight the big industrialists 
than to defend the interests of some 
of the stockholders in the state when 
they feel that those interests are 
affected. 

People who know Eden do not de- 
tect In him any overweening political 
ambition or any desire to occupy a 
conspicuous post as leader. He ts not 
consumed by any eternal flame. He 
does not devote all his activities to 
politics. 

To him politics are the fulfillment 
of a duty that he has laid upon him- 
self, and he recognizes that the upper 
classes can hold their position only if 
they render unto the king what is the 
king's and also render unto the 
people what is the people's. But, 
when Eden belleves that he has done 
enough for his fellow citizens, he ts 
happy to retire to his house on Lower 


Berkely street in the fashionable 
Mayfair district and talk to his two 
boys. 


The older one is already in school, 
and Eden explains to him the obli- 
gations that life imposes on an Eng- 
Nsh gentleman and tells the younger 
boy about his travels in Asia and 
Australia, about his sojourns in the 
Black Forest in Austria, about his 
automobile tours in Switzertand and 
the Riviera. 

In his spare time Eden likes to 
talk with his wife, the daughter of 
the banker, Sir Gervase Beckett, 
about the newest works of French 
and English literature, with which he 
is equally well acquainted, or he in- 
terests himself selecting wines and 
food. For his aesthetic desire for 
harmony expresses itself in a pro- 
found knowledge of culinary pleas- 
ures. 

In France they call him the best- 
dressed Englishman, but in England 
he is known as the most accomplished 
connoisseur. And, if he is not spend- 
ing the week-end flying to Paris, Ber- 
lin or Moscow, he plays tennis at the 
Ranelagh club. 

His life represents the compromise 
that a modern Englishman of the 
upper social classes has made be- 
tween the {deal of the nobility that 
existed before the war and the popu- 
lar ideal of our own time. I am con- 
vinced that, if Eden achieves this 
synthesis, he will take the side of 
the underdog whenever the state 
finds itslf in a blind alley, for his 
consclence would regard that as the 
fairest solution. 

He is known in London as a well- 
balanced gentleman, and anyone who 
has met him personally’ will grant 


that this description fits.

When the. estimates were 
passed at the 1936 session of the 
Igialature, the defleft,was enatimated 
at $699,479, 

Highlights of the financiai reports 
presented are as follows: In addition 
to the above estimated ‘deficit, rev- 
enu incrases. of $842,000 in the nine 
months period ended December 31, 
1936; funded and unfundei debt of 
$156,241,997 at the end of Docember, 
the net increase betng $2,318,970; 
cash deficit of $717,172 for the ninu 
months period, anil inctease of $55,- 
097 over a similar period in 1934. 

The tentative budget suggested by 
the provincial auditor provides for 
a deficit of $4,671,268 and refunding 
of provincial debt on a 2,75 interest 
basis with a view to balancing tle 
budget. It also suggests an increase 
of the income tax of 60 per cent, to 
yield an additional revenue of $350,- 
000.
